A TAC01IA MURUliK. 

A Strange Man Found Dead in the Union 
Hotel - The Assassin under Arrest. 

Tacdma, Jan, 2.— About 10:.'!0 a. m. 
to-day a chambermaid in the Union 
hotel on I) street, pear Fifteenth, on en- 
tering room 20 found the body of a man 
who hud been murdered during the 
night. He was lying on the Boor naked 
with t lie exception of an undershirt. 
The police were notified, and they in 
turn summoned the coroner. 

The room had been occupied by a man 
named Harry Miller. No one knew the 
murdered man and up to the present 
time he lias not been identified. He 
was a laboring man, judging by his 
clothing. He had been shot through 
the chest and his head and body were 
covered with blood. 

He had been dead about six hours 
when discovered. Coroner McCoy held 
a secret session and none of the testi- 
mony was made public. The officers 
this evening found the man Miller in 
the city jail where he had been confined 
for carrying concealed weapons. He 
hud been arrested about ;i..'!0 a. m. 
on the night of the murder, and 
at the time was partially intoxicated 
and bad in a brawl drawn a gun. 

When taken from him only one of the 
five chambers was empty, it is a US 
calibre bull dog pistol. He also had a 
clasp knife which can be used as a dirk, 
and has a blade five inches long. On 
examination to-night his shirt and collar 
were found to have many blood stains 
on them, and in the room was found a 
gold watch which was stolen from an 
engineer on the Northern Pacitic a week 

The theory is that he enticed the 
stranger to the room and in the quarrel 
about money killed him. The prisoner 
is a young man and bus been here for 
three months. He never was known to 
work, always dressed well and is known 
as a sneak thief. In the room were 
found several suits of clothes and quan- 
tities of ladies' underwear, evidently 
stolen. A hearing will be held in the 
morning.

The latest and must reliable informa- 
tion leads to the conclusion that the 
revolution in Uruzil was the work of a 
comparatively few discontented, rest- 
less and ambitious men. 'There was no 
movement among the people towards 
republicanism. 'The monarchy and the 
monarch were both popular. There 
may liuve been a conviction among 
thinking men that the monarchy would 
not long outlast Dom Pedro. His son- 
in-law, the Count d'Eu, a prince of the 
House of Orleans, who would be virtu 
ally Emperor after the death of Dom 
PedlO the Good, was not at all popular. 
It was feared that as Prince Consort lie 
would pursue a policy very different 
from that followed by the reigning Km 
peror, and that under him the liberties 
of the people would be in danger. It 
was resolved, therefore, not to give him 
the opportunity of creating trouble in 
brazil. The malcontents took the most 
effectual way to effect this by dethron- 
ing the Emperor, against whom none ot 
his subjects seem to have a word to say 
This would have been difficult, perhaps 
impossible to do, were it not that there 
was discontent in the army. It wa 
supposed that the Government, fear 
bng that the discontented soldier 
would make mischief, had de 
termined to divide the troop 
in Bttch a way that officers known to be 
disaffected could not use them in any 
political movement against the Govern 
incut. This seems to have been actual- 
ly the case. But the soldier-politicians 
were not to be so easily foiled. They pr 
pared for all contingencies, so that 
when the Government ordered tho 7th 
Infantry to leave Rio Janeiro for a dis 
taut province and had assembled to see 
that their orders were obeyed, its mem- 
bers, instead of seeing the. soldiers 
marching off, had a most unpleasant 
surprise. When everything was ready 
for the departure of the regiment and a 
BilfUcient force of sailors and cavalry 
were on the barracks square to over- 
awe, as they thought, the soldiers if 
thoy were inclined to be mutinous, Mar 
shal Manuel Deodoro da Fonseca ap 
pen red upon the ueene. He was wel 
coined with cheers from the infantry, 
the cavalry and the naval brigade. He 
entered the room where the ministers 
were waiting to see the soldiers depart, 
and told them that in the name of the 
army he deposed them. There was no- 
thing for the caged statesmen to do but 
to submit. Those who knew what was 
going on, who do not appear to be many, 
supposed that the violence would end 
there, and that the Emperor would be 
asked to call in one of tho successful 
conspirators to form a new Govern- 
ment. It limy be that General 
Fonseca did not intend to proceed 
any further. But tin- revolution had 
gone too far for him to stop it even if 
ho hail the power. In the evening the 
troops paraded the street headed by 

the Marshal Fonseca accompanied by a 
number of republican politicians. 
"Viva a Republic*," was shouted by 
the more excitable of 1 1 it? populace, and 
the students made a demonstration in 
favor of a republic. While Dom Pedro 
and bis deposed cabinet 
ing about the formation 
istry the republican lead 
city hall, anil the aldermen r 
declare for the Republic, ami 
message to Marshal Deodoro da I'onseca 
asking him to formally proclaim that 
the dynasty of Brazil bad been for ever 
abolished. This he did, not in the name 
of the people of Brazil, but in that of 
the army and navy. A provisional gov- 
ernment was appointed, and tho kindly 
old Emperor, who had given up all 
thoughts of rosistence was, with but 
little ceremony, hustled on board the 

steamship that was to convoy him to 
Europe, 

The next morning tho newspapers 
told tho wonder struck inhabitants of 
the city that the monarchy of Brazil 
was no more. Hut the great bulk of the 
inhabitants of the country know no 
more of what had been done than if they 
had boon living on allot) icr continent. In 
fact the revolution in Brazil was neither 
more nor less than a soldiers revolution 
or what is called in Spain a "pronunci- 
ameiito." 

The Republic, which was, established 
by mill tin y power, must , tor avime, at any 
rate, he maintained by military power, 
The people it appears acquiesce in tho 
change more because they see no cliunco 
of successful resistance than from any 
love limy have for tho Republloj so- 
eullcd. Besides they are naturally ru- 
lucUtfl to sc.- business thrown into

confusion and tho credit of tho country- 
injured by civil disturbances. They 
seem to be wailing to see how republi- 
can institutions aro going to work. It 
is too much to expect that the work of 
government will go on smoothly and 
without a hitch in Brazil. For the 
present Fonseca can keep a tight rein 
mid put down disaffection with a high 
hand, but when the elections come off 
and the strugglo for placo and power 
begina in tho different states of the New 
Union, it will be impossible for him to 
continue to be Dictator. It will then 
be seen which is better suited to the 
people of Brazil— a limited Monarchy 
or a Republic. 

LA (UUTFE. 

Nearly all the American and Cana- 
dian papers contain paragraphs assert- 
ing that the influenza epidemic has 
made its appearance on this side of the 
Atlantic. It seems to us that the con- 
clusion they have come to is bused on 
evidence altogether insufficient. When 
the epidemic comes, if ever it does come, 
there will be no room left to question 
whether or not it has arrived. It gives 
no warning of its approach. A whole 
community is seized with the sneezing 
lit. The victims are not counted by 
twos and threes, but by hundreds and 
thousands. It is not confined to uny 
quarter or to any particular class. It 
is all over tho town or city and tho su- 
perior sanitary condition of the houses 
of the rich is no safeguard against the 
epidemic. Precautious, it appears, are 
utterly useless. Those who keep in the 
house aro as apt to catch the disease as 
those who are exposed to the inclemency 
of the weather, and those who are care- 
fully wrapped up as those who are 
thinly clad. 

At this time of year, colds ure preva- 
lent everywhere in this and in colder 
climates. There is hardly a family in 
which one or more of its members are 
not complaining of having "a bad cold." 
But until this year no one ever thought 
of christening this very troublesome, 
too general and most inconvenient in- 
disposition "la grippe," or even "influ- 
enza." It was "u bud cold," or "un- 
der the weather," or merely "not very 
well." But now no one, young or old, 
has watery eyes and sneezes, has pains 
in his bones, feels awfully blue or stupid, 
anil is forced to make a prodigal use ol 
pocket-handkerchiefs but believes he 
has caught the influenza and is suffering 
from la grippe. Hut it is no more la 
grippe than the cold ho had last winter. 
The New York Tribune said a week ago 
that the epidemic had not made its ap- 
pearance in New York; and we have 
scon nothing since then to cause us to 
believe that it has yet crossed the At 
lantic, the telegrams and paragraphs to 
the contrary notwithstanding. There 
aro some people who think that they 
might as well be out of the world as out 
of the fashion. They must have every 
thing that is going, whether it is u new 
necktie or the latest stylo in disease 

ABOUT JURIES. 

The verdict in the Cronin case has 
set journalists and others in the United 
States discussing the merits of the jury 
system. Is the law which requires the 
decision of the jury to be unanimous 
consistent with reason; and does it in 
practice aid in due administration of 
justice V A negative answer is given 
by many to both these questions. A 
rule which places it in the power of one 
man who may he stupid or u crank 
or invincibly prejudiced or corrupted, 
to defeat the ends of justice, cannot 
a reasonable rule or one under which 
justice can readily be done. Unanimity 
is not required of judges, why then of 
jurors? In deliberative bodies where 
great interests are at stake, the majority 
rules. No where but in the jury box is 
it in the power of one man successfully 
to resist the majority of those with 
whom bo acts— and he may be the least 
competent of the whole twelve to de 
cide on the matter under consideration 
There is no doubt in our minds that the 
ends of justice could be better served if 
even in trials for capital offences a ma- 
jority of two-thirds or three-fourths 
were sufficient to find a verdict. Re 
quiring the verdict of a jury to be 
i unanimous finding appears to us to be 
almost a superstition, livery one must 
see that the rule is the cause of very 
many flagrant failures of justice. In 
this Cronin case, for instance, to 
must bo attributed one of the most 
illogical verdicts ever arrived at by 
twelve sane men. It is to he hoped 
'li.it one of the reforms in the near 
future will he to take from one jury- 
man til,; power to prevent conviction.

There was no fever or evidence of any 
disease present, but everything tended 
to show that the man was starving to 
death. The proprietor of the lodging 
house said that to his certain knowledge 
the man, whose name was Chill ies Mc- 
Hugh, hud oaten nothing for over a 
week. An attempt was made to force 
McHugh to partake of some nourish- 
ment, but without avail, and early this 
morning ho died. 

He has no friends, as far as known, in 
Seattle, and it" reason call oh given for 

bis singular 1 duct, for everything 

goes to show that it was a ease of sui- 
cide by starvation. 

On the person of McHugh was found 
a bank book on the Hibernian Savings 
and Loan Society of San Francisco, 
which showed a balance in bis favor of 
over $'241)0. There was also a certificate 
of deposit, from the Bank of Commerce 
of Scuttle for $110, 'drawn mi the 28tli 
day of October, 1889. Not a cent of 
money, however, was found on his per- 
son, and no papers to tell who he was, 
beyond the hare fact of his name, or 
where he came from. 

McHugh was a man apparently about 
45 years old, live feet eight inches in 
height, and he wore a dark moustache.

With ordinary 
care, serious results from la grippe noed 
not be feared, and iu conclusion the 
Post-Intelligencer repeats its caution to 
the people to avoid sudden exposure to 
the cold air, wrap up the throat, wear 
warm underwear anil keep the feet dry. 

Hark Gen, Pulrchlld iu Trouble.

HOARD OK TRADE. 

Regular Quarterly Meeting— A Variety of 
Important Questions Dealt with. 

The quarterly meeting of the Board 
of Trade was held yesterday afternoon 
at :t o'clock, President Ward in the 
chair. 

Minutes of the last regular meeting 
were read and continued. 

The secretary read a resolution of the 

council of the board, requesting Col. 
Prior, M. I'., to proceed to Ottawa in 
the matter of the coasting regulations 
and agreeing to pay his expenses. 

The president stated that the coasting 
mutter had been the subject of consid- 
erable correspondence on the part of the 
Board of Trade, t ol. Prior had, at the 
request of the board, undertaken a trip 
to Ottawa to interview the minister at 
much inconvenience to himself, but had 
been successful in his efforts. He would 
ask him to give tho board a statement 
of tho matter. 

Col. Prior, in a few lemarks, stated 
the result of his mission to Ottawa and 
his conference with the minister of cus- 
toms, the chief points of which have 
been already stated to the public in the 

columns of The Colonist. 

Tho president referred again to the 
great service rendered Victoria by Col. 
Prior, and he had no doubt that, that 
gentleman's conduct was warmly ap- 
preciated by his constituents. 

Mr. Croasdailo moved, seconded by 
Mr. McQuade, that the best thanks of 
the board be tendered Col. E. O. Prior, 
M. I 1 ., for his valuable services in 
promptly carrying out the board's 
wishes, and proceeding to Ottawa (at 
considerable inconvenience to himself) 
whereby his personal efforts and influence 
heprocured from the hon. the Minister of 
Customs the revocation of an order of 
customs which « as materially affecting 
the commercial interests of the Port of 
Victoria. 

Hou. .1. IT. Turner was glad that the 
matter had been so satisfactorily dis- 
posed of. The details would show Vic- 
torians that they had powerful influ- 
ences contending against them, ami in 
order to hold what they had it was 
necessary for them to be watchful. It 
wus very gratifying to know that they 
had so energetic j member ill Col. Prior; 
one who was not afraid to Stand up for 
Victoria's rights. He was also sure 
that the new member, Mr. Karle, svas 
made of tho same material. 

The vote of thanks carried unani- 
mously, 

A petition regarding the improve- 
ment of the West Coast mail service was 
considered and referred to the council. 

TilK CHINA STKAMBR8. 

A communication was read from Mr. 
Van Home, president of the C. I'. R., 
acknowledging the receipt of a very 
satisfactory letter from the board. It 
was in regard to the extension of the 
outer wharf. 

The president thought it would lie 
wise to still agitate iu reference to the 
calling of the China steamers. 

Col. Prior suggested that statistics be 
prepared in regard to present and prob- 
able freight and passenger service which 
Would be secured at Victoria. 

Hon. Mr. Turner said that if there 
was a direct China service they would 
get more freight than at present. Ouan- 
tlties of freight were shipped via San 
Francisco on this account. Freight 
which he had by the C. P. R. steamers 
was detained at Vancouver twelve days 
to await the sailing of the Danube. 

Mayor Grant said that he thought 
the government, in making contracts of 
the nature of this Chiua]service, should 
consider the capital invested in a city 
like Victoria and should not perforin 
any act which would injure the com- 
merce of the port ami depreciate the 
values of investments. The govern- 
ment should have provided for the 
steamers calling at Victoria. 

CONSTANCE COVE. 

A letter was lead from Captain 
Clarke, harbor master, referring to Con- 
stance Cove. 

President Ward said that a misappre- 
hension existefi regarding this question. 
The board of trade had been blamed by 
a portion of the press with being med- 
dlesome in this case. This was not so. 
The order-iii-council was first sent to the 
Provincial Government, and the latter, 
thinking the hoard a proper body to 
consult on such a question, hail referred 
it to them for report. They hail done so 
anil forwarded their report to the min- 
ister of marine. He did not know the 
nature of the report forwarded by the 
government. 

Col. Prior said ho hud hod u conver- 
sation with Hon. Mr. Tuppor, minister 
of marine, while in Ottawa, and the lat- 
ter stated that the order-in-eouncil 
could not affect the interest of wharf- 
owners at Efaquimalt. The Admiral 
could not stop a vessel from coming to a 
private wharf. The same condition ex- 
isted at Halifax. 

Tho President said tho order was an 
arbitrary one. The only privilege ex- 
tended to merchant shipping was that 
of entering tho EsquimtUt dock. He 
hud so interpreted it ami tho govern- 
ment also. 

Mr. Croasdailo was sure that appre- 
hension existed for which there was no 
foundation. He was satisfied that on 
application to the admiral or senior 
Officer ori tllO station, anchorage would 
he afforded to any merchant vessel. 
The navy must either have exclusive 
right lo the anchorage or none at all; 
but ho was quite sure that anchorage 
would at all times be accorded mer- 
chantmen upon application. Of course, 
care would lie token that such anchor- 
age did not, interfere with the naval an- 
chorage. 

Hon. .1. II. Turner said that the order 
in council relating to Constance Cove 
was first sent to the Provincial Govern- 
ment, am) by thum referred to tho 
Board of Trade. The Government's 
report sought the same end us that of 
the board, though the language in--, 
perhaps, of a milder character. 

It wus learned that the Government 

had not vol received a reply to their 



report, and until then further action of 
the board was deferred. 

Tin- nun, t. SHED. 

Col. Prior referred to the question of 
the drill shed for tin; militia. While iu 
Ottawa he had secured the placing in 
the estimates the sum of $15,000 for a 
drill shed, provided Victoria furnished 
tiie site. This wus the practice iu all 
cities in Canada. He was assured that 
the fortifications would shortly be pro- 
ceeded with. These would require 7C 
men permanently to keep the guns in 
order, and 'J7"> of the local corps would 
be required to man theui. it was there- 
fore highly necessary that hotter ac- 
commodation should at once be furn- 
ished for instructing the men in their 
drill. The present shed was entirely 
inadequate, while $15,000 would put up 
a very line building. It remained with 
the city council to conclude the matter 
ami assure its election. 

Mayor Grant said that he hail en- 
deavored to secure tin: grant of a site 
from the council, but could not. get 
them to look at it in the same way as 
he did. They hud, however, agreed to 
hand over the lots at the head of Pan- 
dora avenue for such a purpose. He 
agreed with Col. Prior that this site 
was too far removed from the centre. A 
site west of Cook, east of Douglas, 
north of Rae and south of Fisgard 
would be an eligible one. The lots' on 
Pandora avenue might be sold and three 
lots suitable for the purpose purchased. 
He thought a resolution, urging the 
council to comply with the proposition 
of the government, would boot benefit. 

A resolution moved by Mr. McQuade 
and seconded by Mr. Ker. was passed 
urging upon the corporation the neces- 
sity of taking action in this important 
matter. 

Mr. Ker suggested that means be 
taken to procure the number of tons of 
eastern Canadian freight brought to 
Victoria by the various steamship coin- 
panics. It would be valuable as sta- 
tistical mutter. 

A Iter some discussion tin- secretary 
was instructed to communicate with the 
steamship companies in regard to this 
matter. 

( 'ol. Prior introduced the subject and 
u desultory discussion took place on the 
necessity of advertising Victoria abroad. 
The opinion was expressed that the 
newspapers should be generously sup- 
ported in their efforts to make the city 
and its advantages better known to the 
outside world. 

The board then adjourned. 



Mainland Teachers In Session. 

The semi annual session of the West- 
minster district teachers' institute 
opened in Vancouver on Thursday, 
about thirty teachers being present. 
Upon motion the name of the associa- 
tion was changed to that of the Main- 
land Teachers Institute. During Thurs- 
day's session Mr. 1). Wilson, B. A., In- 
spector of Schools, read a paper on in- 
dustrial drawing, speaking of the many 
advantages to bo derived from this 
study, anil advocating the more general 
teaching of the subject. Yesterday an 
interesting article on "Canadian His- 
tory" was contributed by Miss F. K. 
Armstrong, principal of the Girls' 
School, Victoria. 

Vancouver')) street Hallway. 

The Vancouver World says: "All the 
new plant, for the street car line has 
already been ordered, and some of it is 
now on the way.
